EDMONTON. 

The daily Free Press of August 26th con- 
tains a gem in the line of real estate booming 
of which the following isan extract. Tt is 
headed ‘Edmonton's Progress--A new town 
established on the North Saskatchewan by 
the ©, & 4%. railway” and purports to have 
been given the F. P, by ‘ta prominent busi- 
ness mah of Winnipeg who has just returned 
from a trip to Edmonton,” but who evident- 
ly does not care to have his name appear as 
vouching for his statements. 

“The new townot Edmonton has been estab- 
lished by the Calgary & Edmonton railway 
company at its terminus on the south side of 
the Saskatchewan, opposite the fort. Some 
interest inthis will no doubt be felt by many 
of those who recollect what an important 
figure Edivonton was in the spring of 1882. 
The hdmonton of that date, in which so 
many Winnipeg people invested, was on the 
north side of the river. The banks of the 
Saskatchewan at that point are about two 
hundred and fifty feet high, and the river is 
about twice the width of the Red 80 that it 
has beenfonnd necessary to locate the new 
town permanently on the southside, The 
present location, however, gives the old 
settlement easy access to the terminus, and 
agsoon aos atraffice bridge, which is to be 
built, is ready the new place will, it is anti- 
cipated, make rapid progress and absorb the 
business of the distriet. Great confidence in 
the new city’s future is felt at Edmonton 
and vicinity, and at the opening sales of buai- 
ness lots held in Edmonton and Calgary last 
week a large number of lots were sold, nearly 
all of them on building conditions and for 
fair prices.” 

In explanation of the above it may not be 
out of place to remark that since the location 
of the railway terminus it has been found 
necessary-from the fact that nine-tenths of 
the population and ninety-nine hundredths 
of the trade of the Edmonton district aid 
tributary country is on the north side 
to locate the town of Edmonton — per- 
manently Just wherg it always was, on the 
North bank of tae Mlesksichateen, which, as 
it has comparatively easy accers to the rail- 
way station, will continue to absorb the 
business of the district as that increases 
from year to year, It is expected that the 
present easy access by the present town to 
the railway station will be made still more 
easy shortly bythe erection of the trattic 
bridge,spoken of so confidently by the gentle: 

manly boomer, and yet more easy by an ex- 
tension of the railway line to the low flat 
immediately Opposite town, so that the rail- 
way may have the advantage of close con-
